THE CONSTITUTION, 


Congressman Hammond, while at home for the 
Christmas holidays said to me: 

“Tam hardly as sanguine of a democratic victory 
in 1884, as most of my party colleagues are. You 
see while the republicans lost a great many votesin 
the fall elections,we did not gain them. We carried 
New York by an overwhelming majority, not be- 
cause we recruited our party, but because -ome- 
thing like 150,000 NewYork republicans didn't vote. 
Whether they were mad enough to have staid at 
home, if by so doing they would have elected a 
democratic president, is a question. 

“And after all money is the political influence tn 
national politics. The republicans could carry 
New Yo:k now by spending’a million dollars on 
it, and they won't hesitate to spend double this 
much when itis needed. The democrats carry the 
off-year because the republicans don’t care to spend 
money there, Still I hope the people will at least 
refuse to let corrupt money methods control and 
that we shall carry the country in I884.”’ 


Grant Wilkins said to a party of gentlemen the 
other night: ‘In less than six months we will bave 
a first-class rolling mill in operation in Atlanta. I 
am now making the engine for it at my works, and 
friends of mine have agreed to put upthe money. 
Atlanta shopsand stores will take 7,000 tons a year 
of the product ofa loeal rolling mill.’”’ : 


By the way, Wilkins and Post made in their 
works here and shipped lately to Rochester, New 
York, turn-tables for the New York Central road. 
They also bought iron ore at Pittsburg, worked it 
up and sold the product to Philadelphia for use on 
the post-office, over the bid ef Pennsylvania mills. 


The most notable movement of the next few 
years in Atlanta will be the building of blocks of 
stores. Already there are not enough stores for the 
business of the city. Rents have gone up and itis 
simply impossible to secure a good stand. There 
is hardly a house in the city or stores that will not 
command a premium 

Where will the new stores be built, 
the city already being filled”? 

A crowd of Atlantians were discussing this mat- 
ter a day or two since. One thought the drift 
would be down Decatur, and that the rookeries 
thatnow disfigure that street would give wuy to 
heavy blocks Another thought that Marietta 
street would be speedily occupied up te 
the corner of Spring, and that the whole street 
would within five years be given up to stores, shops 
or factories. It was suggested that Alabama Street 
would be cut through the Georgia railread to Cal- 
houn street, but this would involve very heavy 
cost. The establishment of the new freight depots 
on Peters street will line that street with stores, 
several large ones now being built. A real estate 
dealer thought the triangle between Peachtree and 
Pryor, backing from Moore & Marsh’s to Wesley 
church, would soon be a solid block of stores. Dough- 
erty has already purchased through from street to 
street, Jack will follow, and double stores will 
soon be the rule in that section. Frank Rice says 
he will be driven from his residence on the corner 
of Baker in ten years by the approach of stores. 

One thingis certain—the building boom for the 
next five years will bein stores and factories, ard 
the central space allotted to business purposes is 
already crowded. Up which street will the over- 
flow find its way?”

General Gordon had several interviews with Pres- 
ident Gambetta before the death of that distinguish- 
ed Frenchman.

The finest plantation in - Alabama—the Oswichee 
bend place—of 4,000 acres, sold the other day to Mr 
Hatcher, of Columbus, for $30,200. This is less than 
$8 an acre,and Mr. Hatcher was offered I hear, 
£10,000 advance on his purchase the week after he 
madeit. I think cotton lands are appreciating in 
value. .Walter Gordon gave $16,000 cash a year 
ago forthe Gideonville plantation in Baker county, 
or about $6 an acre, and has been offered $22,000 for 
it. He bought four plantations in Georgia and Ala- 
bama, averaging 2,500 acres each, ata cost of $7 an 
He rents his places so that they pay an 
average of $4 anacre. Innorth Georgia lands com 
mand readily from $15 to $30 an aere, along the 
railroads. The average value of lands in Georgiv 
as returned for taxes is $3.12 an acre. 


acre. 


Mr. Pat Calhoun has organized two land compa- 
nies, with over $1,000,000 cash‘investment, that run- 
several large plantations in Mississippi and Arkan- 
sas. The lands they use cost anaverage of $25 an 
acre, and the company runs them by rental, shares 
and wages, They realize twenty-five per cent on 
the cost of investments, and this year earned and 
paid thirteen per cent dividend on the capital stock 


He is now orgavizing another company that will 
take up a few more plantations. 

Calhoun told me sometime ago that Mr. Ed 
Richardson, the largest cotton planter in the 


world, his crops going up to 12,009 bales, was, think- 
ing of putting his landina stock company: ‘For 
the reason,’’ he said ‘that the interests are too vast 
to be managed by one man, and yet give such pro- 
fit by being run on a large scale that it would bea 
pity to divide them up.” 

‘‘Besides,.' said Mr. Calhoun, “‘Mr. Richardson 
has a very high idea of the value of good cotton 
lands, butthinksthey are not yet appreciated at 
alfything like what they are worth. He dreads the 
idea of his es‘ate being cut up and sold at his death, 
when there is neither capital to buy it, nor general 
estimation of more than one-fourth its value.

41 and $39,000 before the war were worth from $100,000, 


to $150,000. They may never reach this value again, 
but they wil] bring much more than they do now. 
As cotton platiting with free labor passes out of the 
experimental stage and a mixed husbandry has 
made the cotton planter prosperous,and new values 
are made for the seed and stalk of cotton, and pew 


implements decrease the cost of planting 
and the planter’s dependence on la- 
bor, cotton lands will advance in price. 


By the way, I notice that the negroes are buying, 
heavily of farming, lands in Georgia. Pleas Harper, 
an Oglethorpe eoufity negro, bought from Messrs. 
Parrell & Davenport a plantation for $382,000. He 
paid $8,500 cash on\the purchase, besides $3,000 on 
a store account, and has enough provisions to:run 
him another year. A ConsTITUTION man in Wayhes- 
boro a few days since Mr. McKenzie pointed out a 
negro who had just bought a $4,500, and paid cash 
for it. When a negro buys land he retires from 
politics and votes the democratic ticket.

A few weeks ago I ailuded to the fact that more 
deaths occur on ‘‘the turn of the night”’ than at any 
other hour--i e., from 1 o’clock till daybreak, A phy- 
sician in Philadelphia, desiring to test this strange 
belief,collected the statistics of 2,880 deaths, taken 
from all conditions of life,all ages and diseases. Ob- 
viously if these deaths had been fairly distributed, 
120 would have occured every hourof the 24 Such 
was not the case. From 12 to 1 o’clock at night there 
were but 19 deaths, showing that the weird hour of 
midnight was the safest hour ofall. From 12 tol, 
in the day there were 48 deaths. At 1 o'clock at 
night the death rate swelled until between 4and 5 
in the morning it reached the highest figures, being 
278 for Hhat single hour. From 3to 7in the day 
there was a corresponding increase, though not so 
heavy. Summarized the fewest people died between 
10 and 3 in the day, and much the greatest number 
between 1 and 5in the night. 


Is death painless’? 

Few qutstions can be more interesting to people 
to whom death isadread certainty. I will let the 
physielan quoted above speak on this subject. He 
SAYS: 

“One of the things of which I am. convinced is 
that death is painless. I mean that th i moment of 
dissolution approaches as unconsciously as sleep— 
the soul leaves the world as painlessly as it enters 
it. Whatever be the causes of death, whether by 
lingering malady or sudden violence, dissolution 
comes either through syncope or asphy xia. In the 
latter case, when resulting from disease, the strug- 
gle is long, wotiee ted and accompanied by all the 
visible marks of agony which the imagination 
associates with the closing scene of life—the pinch- 
ed and pallid feacures, the cold, clammy skin, the 
upturned eye,and the heavy, ‘laborious, rattling 
respiration. Death does not sirike all the organs of 
the body atthesame time; some may be said to 
survive others, and the lungs are the last to give 
up the performance of their functions, As death 
approaches the latter become gradually more and 
more oppressed ; the air cells are loaded with an in- 
creased quantity of the tluid which naturally lubri- 
cates the \surfaces; the atmosphere can then no 
longer come into contact with the minute blood 
vessels spread over the air cells without first per- 
meating this viscous fluid—hence the rattle. Nor 
is the contact sufficiently perfect to change the 
black yenous into the red arterial blood; an unpre- 
pared fluid consequently issues from the lungs into 
the heart, and is thence transmitted to every other 
organ of the body. The brain receives it and i's 
energies 2ppear to be lulled thereby into sleep— 
generally tranquii sleep—filled with dreams wittoh 
impel the dying tomurmur outthe names of friends 
ana the occupations and recollections of past life. 
The rustic *babbles of green fields,’ and the hero 
expires amid visions of battle. 

Charge, Chester, charge; on, Stanly, on! 
Were the last words of Marmion. 
He summarizes some other points of death and 


dying th:t are interesting. Hesays: ‘‘A very large 


even of the oldest, die purely from exhaustion or 
gradual decay; some positive disease, in most cases 
overwhelms the small remains of vitality. Ye 
death from actual old age is not impossible, and 
must be the sweetest death of all—a sleep indeed 
that wakes in eternity. Theaverage of human life 
is thirty-three years. One-quarter die previous to 
the age of seven years; one-half before reaching 
seventeen; so those who pass their teens enjoy a 
felicity refused to one-half the human species. In 
every 1,000 persons only one reaches beyond the 
nineties; in every 100 only six reach the age of 
sixty-five,and not. more than one in 500 lives to 
eighty years. Of the upwards of 1,000,000,000 in 
habitants of the globe, one-third die every year, 
91,821 every day, 3,730 every hourand sixty every 
minute. Married persons live longer than single; 
tall men longer than short ones, and women have 
more chances of life in their favor, previous to be- 
ing fifty years of age. than men have, but fewer 
afterward. Persons who are born in spring gener- 
ally grow more robust than those who come in the 
world at other seasons.’’ 


The7subject of streets is an absorbing one just 
now. A thoughtful citizen offered this Suggestion: 
> “The county oughtto help out in this matter. 
Phe city cannot issue any bonds, because she has 
already issued over7 percent. of her assessed value, 
which is the limit. Butthe county candoit, It 
owes nothing of any consequence, and could 
easily stand an issue of say $350,000 of bonds.”’ 

‘‘How would this be used?’’ 

“To supplement.what the city government and 
citizens doin the city and toimprove country roads. 
It is important that the country roads leading into 
the city should be firmandclean. You see the 
mud and slosh brought in on Peachtree by the 
country wagons has already made that street a lob 
lolly. If we spend $100,000 on country roads, and 
$950,000 on city streets. we should get well paid for 
the $350,000 in bonds the county issues. This to 
supplement the city appropriation and the amount 
levied on citizens would settle the question finally 
and give us first-class streets. The county bonds 
could be paid by a sinking fund created gradually 
bya very slight increase in the county tax.” 


Mayor Goodwin told me yesterday that he would 
be able tospeud ever $100,000 on the streets this year 
if the city didn't have.to put in a new water main. 
“I hope we can avoid that expense. The present 
main is sufficient to.supply the city, butit is dan- 
gerous to rely on one single pipe. If wecan do with 
this another year, I think we can spend as much as 
$125,000 on the streets. Perhaps $90,000 of this will 
be put on streets where the citizens will pay double 
as much, which would give us over $250,000 for per- 
manent improvements. This will Mcadamize and 
pave several streets.’’ 

“Can we get a market house this year?’’ 

‘I'm afraid not. The committee is at work on 
the matter now, and will do the best that can be 
dove. If we cannot do it this year, we certainly can 
next year.’’

About 1 o'clock, while we were in a 
goods store, the merchant, who had stepped 
outa moment before, said to us: “I n't 
like to drive away my customers, but a b\z- 
zard is coming from the west, and itis comi 
The telegraph announces that it ha 
reached Morris. That is foity miles from 
here, but it is coming at the rate of forty 
miles per hour, so you have got no time to 
spare if you are going home to day.”

But it often happened to be necessary to re- 
move a sound tooth froma patient ata time 
when no person of whom the dentist had any 
knowledge needed justsuch aone. It would 
therefore be lost, for only “‘living’’ teeth 
could be made to grow ina strange mouth, 
and they died very soon after being torn from 
their parent gums. Teeth are “living’’ 
long aS the membrane covering the roots 
has any Vitality. It has been a 
problem great interest to dentists 
throughout Americato devise some means 
by which the sound extracted tooth could be 
kept alive indefinitely, until it should be 
needed, and toa San Frafeisco dentist be- 
longs the honor of solving the problem. | Dr.

Hdison’s Failures, and How he is Regarded by the 
“Praternity”—The Weston Systems— Wha 
the Country is Doing Towards Beating 
Old Goi'se Rays— Personal Points.

The public 
waited Jong and anxiously for his perfected 
electric light, and. when it at last came out, 
other lights were in the market, far superior 
to his.

TENNESSEE LOOKING FOR 
MISSING TREASURER. 


Startling Developments Made (n Nashville—The 
Biate Treasurer e Detaulter 4nd a Fugitive— 
Prominent Mon Mixed up as Borrowers 
of Stato Fundse—The D.secovery. 


NASHVILLE, January 6.—A special from 
Milan, Tennessee, says: State treasurer Polk, 
accompanied by Van Polk and a Mexican 
servant, reached Milan on Wednesday night, 
and left on Thursday morning, it.is suppo- 
sed, in the direction of northern Mexico, 
where the Polks have an interest in a silver 
mine. Van Polk’s baggage was checked for 
New Orleans. Colonel Marsh Polk’s family 
stayed at Milan on Friday night, and went 
to Bolivar, their old home, this morning. 
The house of representatives to-day adopted 
a resolution for a joint committee to investi- 
gate: the amount short in the account 


of the treasurer; whether the money 
was lost by speculation or loaned to 
personal friends; whether the defalcation 
is of recent occurrence, or of long standing; 


or with the connivance of others, and report 
the result as early as practicable. It has thus 
far been positively discovered by proof that 
the defalcation began five years ago; also, 
that one check drawh by the treasurer for 
$57,000 went to pay for his interest in a mine 
in Mexico, and it 1s also believed that he also 
supplied money to pay for another interest of 
one of his partners in the mine. it is known 
that $125,000 of public funds belonging to the 
treasurer’s accounts are on deposit in two_of 
the Nashville banks, andit is hoped there are 
other sums in other banks.

IN THE TREASURER’S OFFICE, 

From the Nashville American. 

In accordance with the concurrent resolu- 
tion of the legislature, the committee, con- 
sisting of Messrs. Porter, Patterson, Ballen- 
tine, Burrusand Morris, called at the treas- 
urer’s office immediately after the adjourn- 
ment of both houses yesterday. Captain 
Fleming, Treasurer Polk’s clerk, turned over 
the contents of the safe. The money on hand 
was counted by Captain Fleming in the 
presence of the committee, and was found to 
be as follows: Paper, $5,500, gold, $49 50, 
silver, $226.50. Besides there was a quantity 
of loan currency, in current coin, whicn 
swelled the total to $5,826. None ofthe pa- 
pers or books were examined. The commit- 
tee instructed C&aptain Fleming to take 
charge of the safe and office. Captain Flem- 
ing informed the committee that he would be 
able tosubmit, to-morrow, a statement of the 
condition of the treasury, as it could be de- 
termined by the books in the office. An 
American reporter found Captain Fleming 
in the treasurer’s office at the capitol, last 
night, at 11 o’clock, busily engaged in pre- 
paring this statement. 

“T understand you have received a letter 
from Colonel Polk, postmarked Milan.” 

“T did,’ replied Captain Fleming, ‘but it 
was of a private nature, and [ must decline to 
give it to the press. I have no hesitancy in 
saying it was from Milan and dated January 
i. When the proper time comes, with other 
papers, [ will lay this letter before the com- 
mittee,’’ 

“You will be ready to give a statement to- 
morrow ?”’ 

‘Yes: the books are in perfect order, and 
it only requires some clerical labor to com- 
pile a full and exact statement. It can then 
be discovered in a momé@ht what the short- 
age js,”’ 

In further conversation Captain Fleming 
stated he had talked with Colonel Polk last 
Monday, when he informe the treasurer that 
the boaks showed a considerable deficiency, 
stating theamount. The first thing the legis- 
lature would do, he said, would be to appoint 
a committee to examine the Dooks of the 
office. 

He impressed upon the treasurer the im- 
portance of making the deficit good imme- 
diately. Colonel Polk answered in the mest 
confident tone that he would do so, and that 
he had made full arrangements. He re- 
marked, either there or later, that in a day or 
two he would leave for Bolivar and Memphis, 
and expected to return next Sunday. 

‘Where did the muney go?” asked the re’ 
porter. , 

“Some of it went in speculation; but as 
you doubtles know, Colonel Polk was a most 
liberal man. I have .often saved him loss 
myself, when, at my request, he would send 
some one to me whom he could not muster 
courage to refuse.”’ 

“There are rumors of acknowledgements 
of loans being found among his private pa- 
pers?”’ 

‘There are none in my possession, Colo- 
nel Polk undoubtedly has such papers. He 
has made large loans, and much of the pres- 
ent trouble is the failure of.those whom he 
had accommodated to respond when he was 
compelled to callon them. Those on whom 
he relied and had befriended failed at the 
critical moment. Probably he was relying 
on these when he answered so confidently in 
our interview Monday that he would certain- 
iy make good any deficit. I will be ready 
when the committee meets to-morrow morn- 
ing with the books, and will willingly an- 
swer any questions they are disposed to ask. 
I have nothing to conceal,”’ 

A member of the legislature stated to an 
American reporter last vight, on the author- 
ity a « same of the committee, that a 
note signed by the late Major Thomas O’Con- 
ner for $43,000 and a note for $50,000 signed 
by Ex-Representative Duncan Cooper had 
been found in Lreasurer Polk's safe. One of 
the Mempbis banks, the Mechanics’ bank at 
Knoxville, one of the banks at Pulaski, and 
all the Nashville banks were used as deposito- 
Pries of state money. It was stated that just 
before Christmas Colonel Polk drew out of 
the Palaski bank the $5,000 of state money 
deposited there. It is stated on the authori- 
ty ofa bondsman that there is a difference of 
$30,000 between Colonel Polk’s booksand 
those of one of the local banks, In an inter- 
view witha member of the special com- 
mittee, hestated Captain Fleming had read 
the letter received trom Milan to the com- 
mittee. It enclosed $495 in coupons, sent by 
New York parties for the collection of inter- 
est due in January, In the letter, Colonel 
Polk instructed Captain Fleming to make the 
payment, andin carrying out this order he 
had prepared a draft on New York. 

COLONEL POLK'S WHEREABOUTS. . 
The question on every tongue was: ‘‘ Where 
is Colonel Polk?’ It was ascertained at Col- 
onel Polk’s residence yesterday afternoon 
that he left home last Wednesday evening 
and had not returned. No definite informa- 
tion could be obtained of his present wherea- 
bouts. A reporter traced the hack that:car- 
ried him Wednesday evening to the Chatta- 
nooga train. Conductor Tucker, of the North- 
western road, stated Mr. Polk went offon his 
train Wednesday evening at 7 o'clock. He 
had an annual pass over the road. In com- 
pany with two other gentlemen he ate supper 
at Waverley. Mr. Tucker saw but little of 
him, as they were in the Memphis sleeping 
car, which was switched off at McKenzie to 
await the Memphis train. Conductor Bailey, 
the sleeping car conductor, said there were 
three in the party, one of whom he thought 
was a son of Mr. Polk. The other one 
looked like a Mexican. Mr, M. P. Polk had 
evidently made up his mind to get off the 
train at Milan, but the others seemed unde- 
cided, They left the train at Milan, and he 
thought were going south.

‘I met him a few hours before he left the 
city on Wednesday night. We talked a while 
On varieus commonplace topics, and Polk re- 
marked, as we parted, that he had just com- 
pleted his arrangements to take a trip to west 
Tennessee, to remain only a day or two, and 
be back in Nashville on Saturday next.” 

‘“‘Have you any doubt of Polk’s deficit?’ 

“None whatever. It cannot be denied for 
an instant g@hat he is short the amount 
“alleged.”’ 

“Do you think that he now has the money 
or any part of it in his possession ?”’ 

‘“T am firmly convinced that he has not. I 
think he left the city, if he is gone for good, 
with a comparatively small amount of 
money.”’

A SKETCH OF COLONEL POLK. 

Colonel Polk is between fifty-one and fifty- 

two years cf age. His father was Marsh T. 
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young and before the family moved to Ten- 
nessee. Colonel Polk wasa graduate of West 
Point, and rendered efficient service for four 
years on the frontier. At the outbreak of the 
war he entered the artillery branch of the 
confederate army. At the battle of Shiloh hé 
was captain of artillery in Cheatham’s divis- 
ion, andin that sanguinary engagement was 
severely wounded, losing a leg. He was cap- 
‘tured and carried to Evansville, but at the 
, written request of Mrs. ex-President Polk 
and as an act of courtesy to that lady, the 
federal authorities permitted bis removal to 
relatives in Nashville. On his recovery ia 
1863, he was exchanged and re-entered the con- 
federate service, the federal authorities again 
waving formalities and permitting him to 
pass directly through the lines. He was as- 
signed to staff duty under General Leonidas 
Polk in 1863, becoming chief of artillery with 
the rank of lieutenat-colonel, He served 
undér General Polk in the department of 
Mississippi, and later when that 
general joined General Johnstor 
in Georgia. Throughout the war his 
conduct was marked by distinguished bray- 
ery, ability and eflicient service. When 
peace was proclaimed, he became a farmer, 
residing on property owned by his wife, near 
Bolivar. Until elected state treasurer, six 
years ago, Colonel Polk had never beld pub- 
lic office. He was a nephew of ex-President 
Polk and a fourth cousin of Bishop Polk. An 
interesting fact that may be mentioned is 
the. peculiar provision in President Polk’s 
will, that the Polk property in this 
city should be left, at Mrs. Polk’s death to 
the most deserving nephew. For years it has 
been regarded as a forgone conclusion that 
Colonel Polk would fall heir to this property.

Paris, January 6.—Gambetta’s faneral 
took place to-day. The procession was nearly 
two miles long. Two hundred thousand per- 
sons were in the procession. The spectacle is 
unexampled, From 8 o'clock this morning 
traffic has been stopped on the south side of 
the river. As early as daybreak the aspect of 
the streets wasanimated. Flags draped with 
crape were everywhere displayed, and troops 
marched between the Esplanade des Invalides 
and the Palais Bourbon. Thedrapery on the 


statue of. Strasbourg, in the Place de 
Lacordiare, was particularily remarked. 
Deputations from the various de- 
partments were immense. They re- 


massed in the Place des Invalides, and along 
the Quai D’Orsay to Petit Bourbon in an area 
of 25,000 metres, a dense mass of spectators, 
the majority of whom were in position half 
the night. They occupied the streets all the 
way tothe cemetery. The remainder of the 
city was deserted. The car used. in the fu- 
neral cortege was splendidly designed by 


M. Bastien Lepage, the painter.

At the four corners yases were af- 
fixed, from which burning perfumes shroud- 
ed the coffin in vapo:. Several cars followed 
containing wreaths. The body of Gambetta 
was placed in the hearse at 12:20 a. m., amid 
the booming of cannon, the beating of drums 
and the sound of trumpets and the troops 
presenting arms. 
THE PROCESSION STARTED. 

The procession started at half past two. It 
was headed by the relatives and friends of 
the deceased, representatives of President 
Grevy, nfinisters, generals, including General 
Gallifer, senators, deputies, including D. 
Clemenceau (and other members of the ex- 
treme left) M. Bressin, »resident of the 
chamber of deputies,and M. Peyrat, vice- 
president of the senate, headed the senators 
and deputies respectively. The procession 
was nearly two miles long. The guard of 
honor preceding and flanking the catafalque 
was composed of the republican guard, with 
its band playing a funeral dirge. It is esti- 
mated that there were two hundred thousand 
persons in the procession, conspicuous among 
which were the .Free Masons in complete 
uniform, the advocates and students of Paris, 
and an English delegation from Boulogne. 
At 12:30 p. m. the procession had reached 
the Boulevard de Sebastapol, while numerous 
deputations were still waiting in thejEsplanade 
des Invalides to take their places in the cor- 
iege. ‘the endof the procession was still 
at Palais Bourbon when the body arrived at 
Pere la Chaise cemetery. Numerous musical 
societies played in the procession, 
besides the military bands. Detachments 
of special commissaries of police 
gave direction to the ever increasing mass of 
deputations which came up, each anxious to 
secure a good position. From the Place des 
Invalides, the scene presented was of the 
strangest imaginable aspect. 

A REMARKABLE SGENE, 

Above the swaying mass of the crowds 
which covered it are the banners, wreaths and 
enormous masses of flowers borne on men’s 
shoulders. In the rue de |’ Universite, from 
the square up to the esplanade, were deputa- 
tions who were unable to find standing place 
in the courtof the Palais Bourbon. The 
whole front of this building was draped in 
black, with large silver candelabras between 
the pillars, giving a greenish flame. ‘fhe 
whole corps d’ armee was drawn, encircling 
the funeral car. The whole space between the 
Champs d’ Elysees, the Terrace des 
Feuillant’s bridge, and the Rue Royal, was 
one mass of heads, all uncovered, stretching 
forward and motionless. At the extreme 
corners were Ompibuses and cabs groaning 
under the weight of spectators who erowded 


their roofs. The statue of Strasbourg was 
covered with crape and _ the  tri- 
color was spread on its lap. 
As the procession advanced 


towards this point a kind of shudder seemed 
to pass through the crowd. A formidale de- 
monstration seemed about to break out. 
From time to time cries of ‘‘Vive la repub- 
lique!”’ “Vive la France!” and even ‘Vive la 
Gambetta!’’ were raised by compact crowds 
assembled on the pavement, which were 
echoed by people at a_ distance, 
Upon the railing of the garden of 
the Tulieries were men two or three 
deep standing on the stone work, in an aitti- 
tude of torture, which they had occupied for 
several hours, while on the opposite side of 
the railings the narrow ledge swarmed with 
others clinging to the rails with one hand, 
the other being free waving hats. ‘The win- 
dows in the hotel Continental had been hired 
at fabulous prices, even thirty guineas 
being mentioned. The crowd along the Rue 
tivoliand the spectators in the windows in 
the fashionable neigborhoods appeared cold 

and much more influenced by motives of 
curiosity than the bulk of the populace, The 
dispatch of the correspondence of the London 
Times, from which the foregoing is taken, 

says the funeral was a remarkable historical 


event. All along the Rue Rivoli 
flags boune with crape were 
placed, but they were not very numerous. 


From the hotel de Ville they became thicker 
and appeared in every story. The churches 
had not been called on to sharein the cele- 
bration, and shut their deors, The new hotel 
de Ville was bare of flags or crape, though it 
would certainly have gone nto mourning had 
it been the funeral of Henri Rochefort instead 
of that of Gambé@tta. 
AT THE CEMETERY. 

The cortege arrived at Pere la Chaise at 1:30 
p.m. After the coffin had been placed at the 
entrance, M. Deves, minister of justice, on 
behalf of the government, said he saluted 
the remains of the great citizen. The loss of 
such a man caused national grief. Father- 
land mourn:d one who loved and defended it 
passionately. The deceased had loved France 
and had had faith in her destinies, even when 
hope seemed to be a defiance of fortune. 
His resolution not to let her 
abdicate her place among the nations 
would be ever remembered. Apart from his 
heroic defense, his political principles and 
profound veneration forthe will of the na- 
tion; he commanded admiration. His life 
was employed entirely for France and the 
republic. ‘Though he descended prematurely 
into the grave, he left his country free, mas- 
ter of its destinies, under a respected popular 
government. The republic at home is pacific 
and the dignity of France abroad henceforth 
is beyond attack. 

The memory of Gambetta will remain in 
the hearts of all patriots. M. Chaflour, on 
behalf of the Alsace-Lorraine societies in 
Paris, said that Gambetta was the life and 
soul of the defense at Bordeaux. He repre- 
sented our distress after our mutilation, and 
he remained the representative of our invin- 


cible hope. He had truly declared that 
the inhabitants of the lost pro 
vinces were doubly Frenchmen, Generous 


workman, he died trusting in the future. 
His work remains, both that whieh he ac- 
complished and that which was the magnani- 
mous ambition of his life. Our tears for him 
are not the sterile. tears of despair, Our 
pain should be only that of men who return 
to work with fresh ardor. The great friend 
of Alsace-Lorraine is dead, but France 
lives and wil! respond to the appeals of her 
glorious destiny. Vive la France! Mr. Fala- 
teuf said the honors paid to Gambetta were 
not to the man only, but they were the con- 
secration of the memories of resistance to 
iumphant invasion. They were the mark of 
gratitude to all who, at Gambetta’s call bad 
died for their country. ,

THE FATAL WOUND.

After certain other exercises the sisters 
and the five young ladies retired from the 
church and the elegant silks were removed 
from the young ladies and «they were at- 
tired in the well-known black dress of the sisters 
and their heads were covered with a white hood or 
veil, and the procession re-entered the church and 
took position before the bishop and the final servi 
ces were performed, which finally admitted them 
into the “sisterhood of mercy.’’ During a certain 
part of the ceremonies the young ladies suddenly 
threw themselves prostrate on the floor before the 
hishop"which indicated, as it. were, that they were 
now dead to the world of pleasure and merriment.
